sleep ion at night, while meals at a 
boarding house cost 75 cents; each, 
and a good square meal at a board- 
ing house cost from $1 to $3, so you 
see why we can't afford to slay out 
on a strike. 


This is a very good country to 


spend the winter in as there is very 
little snow and very few nights that 
there is frost, but this does not last 
very long. We had a little snow this 
month, but it is all gone now anl 
grass is getting green. 
We have s. 


gob'cl deal of rain here in the winter 
and the roads sure are bad. Ths 
main street in Burkhurnett is fully 
two feet deep with mud now and 
they have threo teams on the street 
kept busy -pulling automobiles thru. 
They charge $4 to pull you two 
blocks, but that is a holdup town 
anyway, and the only way to get 
along is to carry a six shooter in 
each pocket.

exhorbiflant price for the work, the

wage" for the particular community 
in which the work will be done is 
the basis on which the contracts will 
be let. 


During 
previous 
c o n s truction 


work there has been very little pro- 
vision made for this sort of thing, 
the result being that when a contrac- 
tor took a job in a community he 
generally boosted the wages for la- 
bor up a notch, the result being that 
he pulled a number of men from 
steady jobs in mills and other sta- 
ple industries. 
The mills in turn 


had to come up to meet the demand 
and riaturally raise the price of their 
product, the whole thing going in a 
circle and boosting the cost of liv- 
ing with no benefit to anyone. 
The 


boost did not only affect the com- 
munity in which the work was being 
done but affected the entire state 
some times and spread to neighbor- 
ing states. 


This will mean that should the 


bridge contract be let in this city 
next year that conditions will not as- 
sume abnormal proportions if the 
State Highway Commission is able 
to prevent it. 
The contracts will 


permit a good wage scale but not 
wages out of proportion, which on- 
ly reflects back on the laborer as 
well as the other residents of the 
city, who are not benefited by the 
actual construction work except in 
an indirect way, but who must suffer 
the advance in the cost of living.

"F?usiness 'men,"

"musl see that no useless- employee is 
retained to add to the cost of distrib- 
uting what the farmer now produces. 
Useless employees must be released 
from nonproductive work that they 
may go into productive work. 


"Let us enjo3' in America as highly 


-.developed a system of distribution— 
and let this include all the professions, 
doctors, lawyers, teachers, as well as 
retailers, transportation, etc.—as we 
now have, but let us cut out the use- 
less member, the surplus one here and 
there, and give him un opportunity to 
become u producer upon the farm or 
in the factory. 


"If the entire country, all business 


nnd all labor, does not recognize this 
as n common problem and do those 
things which give the farmer a fair 
compensation for his efforts, conditions 
will not Improve." 


Physicians Can Prescribe Intoxicant* 


If Needed by Patients—Six 


Quarts Limit. 


Washington, Jan. 31.—Methods by 


which intoxicating liquors may be ob- 
tained for medicinal purposes and de- 
tailed regulations governing their sale 
were made publie here by the bureau 
of internal revenue. 


Announcement also was made that 


the bureau had compiled a system of 
permits, providing a definite and fixed 
channel through which all intoxicat- 
ing liquors must move and by which 
hereafter the government will know 
the location of every gallon of distilled 
liquor within the nation's boundaries, 
except that stored in private homes. 


In setting forth the ways in which 


liquor may be procured. Commissioner 
Roper took occasion to issue a warn- 
ing against profiteering In Its sale. 
The commissioner declared that exor- 
bitant charges for liquor lor medicinal 
purposes ''certainly places the dis- 
pensers thereof in the class with prof- 
iteers and they will be Investigated." 


-Both the physician who prescribes 


and the pharmacist who sells liquor, 
the regulations provide, must have a 
permit which may be obtained from 
the federal prohibition director. 


Other details follow: 
"Any 
physician 
duly licensed to 


practice medicine and actively en- 
gaged In the practice of such profes- 
sion, may obtain a permit to prescribe 
intoxicating liquor and may then issue 
prescriptions 
for 
distilled 
spirits, 


wines or certain alcoholic tnedicinal 
preparations for medical purposes for 
persons upon whom he Is in attend- 
ance in cases where he believes thnt 
the use of liquor as a medicine is nec- 
essary. 


"In no case may spirituous liquor be 


prescribed by one or more physicians 
In excess of one pint for the same per- 
son within any period of ten days. 


"Physicians may aiso obtain permits 


entitling them to procure not more 
than six quarts of distilled spirits, 
wines or certain 
alcoholic prepara- 


tions, during any calendar year, for 
administration to their patients in 
emergency cases, where delay In pro- 
curing liquor on a prescription through 
a pharmacist might have serious con- 
sequence to the patient."

for medals by Admiral Sims, the sen- 
ate committee investigating naval dec- 
orations -was told by Secretary Daniels. 


"While Admiral Sims recommended 


young officers who served well in 
minor posts for distinguished service 
medals and other flag officers under his 
command for the same honor," said 
Mr. Daniels, "he omitted that distin- 
guished admiral who commanded all 
American naval forces off the French 
coast. Rear Admiral Wilson, now com- 
mander-in-chief of the Atlantic fleet. 


"When the history of the war is 


written Admiral Wilson's service will 
stand as high as that of Sims, Mayo, 
Benson or Rodman." 


Sims Sent Protest. 


When It was decided to appoint Ad- 


miral Wilson commander-in-chlef of the 
Atlantic fleet, Secretary Daniels said, 
Admiral Sims wrote a letter of pro- 
est. Characterizing the contemplated 
ppointment as a "very grave mistake 
Indeed," the letter called Secretary 
Daniels' attention to the "trouble Ad- 
miral Wilson gave me in the discharge 
of my duties." 


"I attempted to correct It by per- 


sonal letters," Admiral Sims' letter 
eaid. 
"Admiral Wilson criticized not 


only this organization, hut me personal- 
ly, Including that most destructive of 
nil criticisms, the impugning of mo- 
tives."

Alaska and the* insular possessions) 
and includlng_those who have declared 
their Intentions to become citizens, 
other than persons specifically exCept- 
ed by the legislation, shall, on attain- 
ing the age of eighteen years or with- 
in three years thereafter, be subject 
to military or naval training, and shall 
be inducted Into the army or navy for 
this purpose; and shall be subject to 
training either in the army or navy 
for a total period of four months and ) 


can. under the provisions of the 
posed legislation, be assigned or. trans- 
ferred to an organization of - the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States 
without his .consentJ 


•The number of reservists who have 


completed their training in the train- 
ing forces that may be assigned to the 
National Guard will' be prescribed by 
regulations of th« war department, but 
it shall not to any' year'exceed one- 
third of the maximum strength of the 
National Guard of the entire country.

The organized reserves under the

in the belief that It Is the course of ultimate ex- 
tinction or Its advocates will push It forward till 
It shall become alike lawful in all the states, old 
as well as new. north as well as south." 


\nd Illinois knew that this was more than n 


ne'rsoiinl and local contest between two political 
rivals 
Ottawa, aided by the rest of the state, 


started off the debates in a blaze of glory. Rival 
processions, tlie roar of cannon, a city decked with 
ibigs and an enormous crowd marked the occa- 
sloii 
Each of the debates attracted the same 


"i-eat crowds. Neither party spared pains or ex- 
pense 
Delegations marched In from every cross- 


roads'within fifty miles. Many of these processions 
were n tulle long. 
If. the main parades were tlonts 


bearing young women representing-Hie states of 
Ihe Union; among the Republican beauties was 
usually one In mourning—Kansas—and over the 
Democratic maidens Honied n banner with the in- 
scription. "Protect -V-s Krom Negro Husbands." 


Klmitly they all assembled before the grand- 


«taml; seats could be provided for comparatively 


few, 
and the most of the people were standing. 


Democrats and Republicans were pocked into a 
tolkl mass together, good-naturedly talking and 
chaflint; each other. Upon the stage were seated 
prominent men or' both parties. 
A chairman and 


secretary, and time keepers who had previously 
boon agreed upon, were early in their seats/but 
made no effort to restrain the great crowd until 
after the speakers had arrived and received the 
deafening applause of their followers. 
- 


It was a curious .sight when the contestants 


ascended to their places on the platform—Lin- 
coln was so tail and Douglns so short, Lincoln 
s.» angular and Douglas so sturdy, Lincoln so 
spare nnd Douglas so compact and rotund. They 
alternated In opening nnd closing the debates— 
tiie opening speaker an hour, his competitor fol- 
lowing witii nri hour and n half, and the opening 
speaker closing with half an hour. 


And the whole country realized the importance 


of this local Illinois contest. 
It was understood 


that this was not so much a contest of men as of 
principles. 
From the beginning all semblance of 


a local personal struggle vanished. The eyes of 
the nation were on the two champions. 
Every 


newspaper detailed their speech and action. Every 
speech was published In full. 
Men on either side 


made the arguments of their champion their own. 
It was "Old Abe" nnd "The Little Giant" over 
again at every 
lltlcttl and moral battle-ground of the nation. 


And at Freeport Lincoln made it plain tha-t he 


stood ready to sacrifice the senatorship in order 
to advance the anti-slavery cause. At the Ottawa 
debate, six days before, Douglns had asked seven 
questions as to Lincoln's attitude toward the va- 
rious phases of slavery and its management. At 
FreeVbrt Lincoln answered these seven questions 
frankly. 
He confessed his repugnance to slavery, 


be t said he did not believe in Immediate drastic 
action to abolish It. 
He opposed its extension. 


He declared it was the duty of congress to pro- 
hibit slavery In the territories. And then he put- 
In turn' four questions to Douglas, of which the 
second was the momentous question with the fur- 
reaching results. 


Lincoln put this question to Douglas against the 


frantic protests of his friends and political ad- 
visers. They told him It would cause his -defeat 
nnd would lose him the senatorship. 
And Lin- 


coln's reply was this: 


"Gentlemen, I am killing larger game. If Doug- 


las answers, he can never be president, nod the 
battle of 1860 is worth a hundred of this." 


Lincoln, as history has shown, was a 100 per 


cent patriot and American. It Is no disparage- 
ment to add that n<? shrewder politician ever ran 
for office. 
To appreciate the shrewdness of this 


particular move a glance at previous events is 
necessary. 


The historic "Missouri Compromise" act of 1820 


prohibited slavery in the territories north of 36 
degrees, thirty mlflutes, latitude. 
This was re- 


pented and congress substituted for it Douglas' 
Kansas-Nebraska act of 1854. This empowered 
the people of the territories to determine for them- 
selves whether or not they should have slavery. 


Then came the "Dred Scott decision" of the 


United States Supreme court in 1857. This held 
that congress has exceeded its authority in the 
pa«sa<*e of "the Missouri Compromise act; that 
slaves" were property.: and thnt the owners of 
slaves had the right to- take this property into 
the territories nnd hold it there like any other 
property, no matter what the wishes of the people 
of tlie territory in question. 
This decision was 


the direct opposite of the doctrine of Douglas' 
Kansas-Nebraska act. The decision meant thnt 
slavery could exist in Kansas, whether the Kansas 
people were or were not willing. 
Moreover, it 


opened the dnor wide for the extension of slavery 
to the West and North. 


When Lincoln ended his single term in congress 


In Mrirch of 1840 he practically gave up politics 
and-devoted himself to "his law practice. ™" 
passage of the Kansas-Nebraska 
act 


stirred him deeply and he was soon again making 
political addresses on the slavery situation. 
He 


md Douglns were quickly engtiged iu a forensic 
due! 
In 1856 at the organization of the Repub- 


lican party at Bloomlnglon, 111.. Lincoln made an 
impressive speech, which fixed his position 
as 


leader of the anti-slavery forces in Illinois. There 
was civil war in Kansas and slavery- was the issue 
of the day. In June of 1857 nt Springfield. Ill- 
Douglas niade au elaborate address on the Kansas- 
Nebraska act nnd the Dred Scott decision. 
Two 


weeks later Lincoln made a telling reply.

Douglas insisted on a schedule that gave him four 
openings nnd closings and Lincoln only three. Lin- 
coln agreed; he wanted a chance at the Demo- 
crats, who would be sure to stay to the end of at 
least four of the debates. 


Under these circumstances and conditions, there- 


fore Lincoln's question at Freeport put Douglas 
on the horns of an awkward dilemma. If he an- 
swered "No" he would be going back on his ,own 
doctrine 
6f 
"popular 
sovereignty"—which 
his 


enemies called "pro-slavery" and considered his 
bid for Southern votes at such time as it might 
please him to run for president. If he said "Yes." 
he would place himself on record as denying the 
doctrine of the Dred Scott decision that slaves 
were property. 


Lincoln's reading of the situation was that 


Douglas would not dnre to say "No" and would 
choose to say "Yes." And if he denied that slaves 
were property and could be handled like any 
other property he would antagonize the slavery In- 
terests, alienate the Southern democracy and 
make it possible for him to achieve the presidency. 


Douglas said "Yes," as Lincoln had^foreseen. 
In the election for senator the Republican ticket 


received 125,430 votes and the Democratic ticket 
123.609. But by virtue, of an unfair legislative ap- 
portionment the Democrats had 54 votes on Joint 
ballot in the general assembly nnd the Republicans 
46. So Douglas was re-elected senator. 


In the presidential election of 1860 the South 


turned against Douglas nnd the Democratic party 
wns split in two. 
Douglas was nominated by a 


faction of It. With Douglns of Illinois as the can- 
didate of the Northern Democrats, the Republicans 
were compelled to nominate a candidate from Illi- 
nois. The logic of the situation forced the nomi- 
nation of Lincoln. 


Douglas was defeated for the, presidency as 


Lincoln had foreseen. 


Out of Lincoln's election came the Civil War. 
Out of the Civil Wnr came Lincoln's Emancipa- 


tion Proclamation. 
Thus Lincoln fulfilled his own 


prophecy: 
" 'A house divided against Itself cannot stand.' 


I believe this government cauuot endure perma- 
nently half-slave and half-free. 
I do not expect 


the Union to be dissolved; I do not expect the 
house to fall; but I t3o expect it will cense to be 
divided."
